Eight plastic bomb explosions 
damaged schools and public build­ 
ings Wednesday while sp(>radic 
shtK>ting in .several areas of the 
city pitted Europeans again.st Eu­ 
ropeans. 


The army said radio reports 
from its Oran headquarters indi­ 
cated there had been no violence 
since 4 p.m. Wednesday. 


Demonstrations of joy were re­ 
ported from Oran’s Moslem areas, 
separated from the European sec­ 
tors of the city by barbed wire. 
Secret army leaders in Oran as 
well as Algiers ordered an end to 
resistance and ur^ed the Eimipe- 
an population to join the Miwlem 
majority in rebuilding the ravaged 
territory. 
The quiet came three days be­ 
fore the self-determination refer­ 
endum that will vote Algeria inde­ 
pendent. 
“ Take heart, peace reigns from 
Oran to Bone,” declared a scxret 
army broadcast Wednesday raght 
from Algiers by Jean-Jacques Su- 
sim, who negotiated the peace 
pact with the Moslem nationaUsts 
that ended terrorism in Algiers 11 
days ago.

We hope he is right, .And we hope hi.s 
responsib le analy sis of the controversy u lti­ 
mately will carry more weight than the 
rantings of the people who b ear a perpetu al 
gru dge against the Su preme Cxmrt. 


RPIAR IN MINI) that the three .spon.sors 
of the amendments immediately offered to 
Congress are sou therners who never have 
liked the nation’s high trib u nal since it de­ 
cided pu b lic schools .should lie integrated. 
Despite their violent protestations, it is dif­ 
ficu lt to Ixiieve they are as interested in 
protecting the nation’s spiritu al life a.s they 
are in attacking the Su preme Cou rt on any 
gnnind that lends itself to dem agr^ery , 
•As w'e said in a previou s editorial, the 
cou rt’s majority opinion on the school pray er 
issu e did not hold that God mu st b e driven 
from the clas.sniom, jxib lic b odies, national 
docu ments or the nirrency . It said govern­

Sen, Dirksen .said; “The proposition of 
chu rch and state is so ingrained into ou r 
people that I dou b t su ch an amendment

He meant that when the political fu ror 
has died down, people wnll realize the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt only reaffirmed in the New 
York case what alway s has lie« i the law 
of the land; People are free to exercise 
their religiou s b eliefs wherever and when­ 
ever they please and no governmental agency 
has the power to inject its gu idance into 
that exercise. 


THE CONSTITniON is a simple docu ­ 
ment- It was meant to form the fou ndation 
for a government of laws b y assigning, de­ 
fining and limiting the powers of govern­ 
ment.

The Su preme Cou rt in its latest 
decision does not b ar pray er as 
s u c h in the pu b lic schools.

It mere­ 
ly say s that no 
state gov e r n- 
m e n t or any 
o t h e r b ranch 
of government 
can “d i r e c t” 
t h e say ing of 
any pray er. In 
fact, it b a r s 
official” pray - David Lawrence 
ers. It sees no ob jection to volu n- 
tary pray ers b u t does b an any 
religions “exercise.” 
The ded.sion rereiered b y t h e 
highest cou rt of the land on Mon­ 
day is not as sweeping as first re­ 
ports m the press may have indi­ 
cated. It is tru e that Ju stice Dou g­ 
las, in his “concu rring” opiniiMi, 
made some generalizations of his 
own that will evoke controversy — 
especially in Congress, where leg­ 
islation on federal aid to chu rch- 
related colleges is pending. T he 
controlling ju dgment is, however, 
the ru ling of the cou rt b y a vote 
of 6-1. It was set forth in the 
opinion written b y Ju stice Black. 
Even the formal opinion of tte 
cou rt mu st b e separated into tw'o 
parts — the actu al ru lmg and the 
so-callod “dictu m.” Tte latter is 
ju st an expresió n of views b y one 
ju stice arrf is 
not 
necessarily 
agreed to b y Ihe other ju stices 
who concu r on the main point of 
the decisu m. Here is the ru ling of 
the cou rt as pronou nced b y Ju s­ 
tice Black: 


“We think that the constitu tion­ 
al pnihib ition against laws re­ 
specting an estab li.shment of re- 
ligirm mu st at least mean that in 
this cou ntry it is no part of the 
b u siness rrf govmiment to com­ 
pose official pray ers for any grou p 
of the American p« iple to recite 
as a part of a religiou s program 
earned on b y governm« it.” 


JUSTICE BLACK wrote a foot­ 
note to tte opinion in which he 
makes an important distinction as 
follows; 
“There is of cou rse nothing m 
the decision readied here that i.s 
inconsistent with the fact t ha t 
school stu dents and others are of­ 
ficially encou raged 
to express 
love for ou r cou ntry b y reciting 
historical docu ments su ch as the 
Declaration of Independence which 
contain references to the ddty or 
b y singing offidally espou six! an­ 
thems which inclu de the compos­ 
er’s pnrfessioas of faith in a su ­ 
preme b eing, or with the fact that 
there are many manifestatiwis in 
ou r pu b lic life of b elief in God. 
“Su ch patriotic or ceremonial 
occasions tear no tru e resem­ 
b lance to tte u nqu estioned relig­ 
iou s exercise that the State of New 
York has sponsored in this in­ 
stance.” 
'Hiu s, there is no b ar to the .sing­ 
ing of su ch .songs as “God Bless 
America” or the verse in “T h e 
Star - Spangled Banner” which 
say s: “and this b e ou r motto — 
‘In God Is fXir Tru st.’ ” Also, the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag 
Is not affected, althou gh in 1954 
two words — “lu ider God” —were 
added b y an act of Congress. 
The phrase now reads, “one na­ 
tion u nder (lod, ireiivisib le, with 
lib erty and ju stice for all.” 
-All these vocal expres-sioris in- 


volve a volu ntary action b y the 
individu al. 'They are not recited 
b y offidal direction, nor do they 
contain any thing which cou ld b e 
regarded as an “official pray er.”

'There was a regu lation u nder 
the New York State law prescnb - 
ing the pray er which said that stu ­ 
dents shou ld not b e compelled to 
take part in the reciting and that 
stu dents cou ld b e excu sed f r o m 
b eing in the r(x» m at the time. Bu t 
the Su preme Cou rt has said, in ef­ 
fect, that all this makes no dif­ 
ference b ecau se the pray er wa.s 
written b y and “directed” b y a 
governmental Ixxiy . It was a re­ 
ligiou s “exerti.se” for those who 
remain« !. 


JUSTICE IMtUGLAS, in a “dic­ 
tu m” of his own, declares in a 
concu mng opinion that he has 
grave dou lrfs alxmt the way the 
Su preme Cou rt's own proccxxiing.s 
are opened b y the marshal, w ho 
say s: “God save the United States 
and this honorab le cou rt.” He also 
points ou t that each hou.se of Con- 
grwks opens its daily sessions b y a 
pray er b y official chapliaas a n d 
gu est chaplians of variou s denom­ 
inations. Ju stice Dou glas wrote: 
“Yet for me the principle i.s the 
same, no matter how b riefly tte 
pray er is said, for in each of the 
irestances given the person pray ­ 
ing is a pu b lic offiaal on the pu b ­ 
lic pay roll, pt'rforming a religiou s 
exercise in a governmental insti­ 
tu tion . . . . 
“At the same time 1 cannot .say 
that to au thonze this pray er (m 
the Hou.se or Senate or cou rtroom) 
is to estab lish a religion in t h e 
strictly historic meaning of those 
words. 
“A religion is not eslab hh.sed in 
the u su al sen.se merely b y letting 
those who chose to do .so say tte 
pray er that t h e pu b lic schiKil 
teacher leads. Yet once govern­ 
ment finances a religioiLS exercise 
it inserts a divisive influ ence into 
ou r commu niti« *.” 
The ab ove “dictu m.” which ex­ 
presses. for instance, fears ab ou t 
possib le ttmsequ ences, does n o t 
b ecome the law of the larei. 
Tte Su preme C^iurt decides only 
the “law of the case.” And in this 
case the « Hirt merely say s that 
“official” 
pray ers, 
which

teachers are “directed” to deliver 
m the classroonr, are u nconstitu - 
tiwial.

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No Amendment Needed 


Amid the hysterical congressional shouts 
for a constitutional amendment to avenge 


the Supreme Court’s decision against New 
York’s official public school prayer rose 
one calm voice: Sen. Everett Dirkscn, Re­ 
publican leader and staunch conservative, 
said he did not believe such an amendment 
would pass. 
We hope he is right. And we hope his 
responsible analysis of the controversy ulti­ 
mately will carry more weight than the 
rantings of the people who bear a perpetual 
grudge against the Supreme Court. 


BEAR IN MIND that the three .sponsors 
of the amendments immediately offered to 
Congress are southerners who never have 
liked the nation’s high tribunal since it de­ 
cided public schools should lie integrated. 
Despite their violent protestations, it is dif­ 
ficult to believe they are as interested in 
protecting the nation’s spiritual life as they 
are in attacking the Supreme Court on any 
ground that lends itself to demagoguery. 
As w’e said in a previous editorial, the 
court’s majority opinion on the school prayer 
issue did not hold that God must be driven 
from the classroom, public bodies, national 
documents or the currency. It said govern­ 
ment agencies should not write prayers and 


pressure public schools into using them. 
In that light, would another amendment 
add anything but excess verbiage to the 
Constitution unless it completely repudiated 
the First Amendment’s protection against 
government sticking its nose into religious 
affairs? 
Sen 
Dirksen said: 
“The proposition of 
church and state is so ingrained into our 
people that I doubt such an amendment 
would be adopted.” 
He meant that when the political furor 
has died down. people will realize the Su­ 
preme Court only reaffirmed in the New 
York case what always has been the law 
of the land: People are free to exercise 
their religious beliefs wherever and when­ 
ever they please and no governmental agency 
has the power to inject its guidance into 
that exercise. 


THE CONSTITUTION is a simple docu­ 
ment. It was meant to form the foundation 
for a govemrm*nt of laws by assigning, de­ 
fining and limiting the powers of govern 
ment. The fact it has served and survived 
through nearly 175 years of political turmoil 
is proof enough it was drafted with genius. 
It can do without excess verbiage inflicted 
upon it by unreasonable men bent on political 
revenge.

Estes Case Enters New Phase 
The‘re 


The public phase of the legal efforts to get 
at the bottom and dispose of the Billie Sol 
Estes case has begun—on two fronts. 
The Senate investigations subcommittee 
opened its hearings into Washington’s con­ 
nections with the affairs of the West Texas 
fa rmer-fmanner. Upon the sudden request 
of Mr. Estes himself, the state district court 
in Pecos slarted his trial on one of eight 
charges growing out of his fertilizer-tank 
deals. 
The legal developments promise to be as 
complex as the case itself. 
Hints of political influence in high places 
possibly involving members of two adminis­ 
trations probably will provide more attention- 
getting sensation in the Senate hearings than 
the court trial will come up with in Texas. 
And regardless of the outcome of the latter, 
Mr. Estes still faces 29 federal charges of 
fraud and conspiracy. 
As for Mr. Estes’ maneuver in asking un­ 
expectedly for the quick trial on state charg­ 
es. it appeared to be motivated by several 
factors. As long as he is on trial in his 
hometown he cannot be subpoenaed to ap­ 
pear in Washington His attorney said he 
w'as eager to take his case to a jury to 
counteract what he believes is unfair public 
prejudgment as a result of remarks 
by 
Pres id mf Kennedy and other high officials. 
Public opinion in Pecos itself reportedly has 
shifted slightly in Mr. Estes’ favor recently. 
And the defense may be counting on the 
Washington hearings to draw the national 
spotlight from the court proceedings. 
It is difficult .to visualize the effect on 
the whole picture if Mr Estes won acquittal 


in his hometown trial. His chances of ac­ 
complishing that cannot be weighed with 
certainty because both the defense and the 
prosecution appeared confident 
they 
had 
their cases well in hand.

Before the Estes case and all its ramifica­ 
tions are disposed of. it will have been with 
us for a long. long time.

Pay television is going to have an impact 
on the entertainment business that is only 
now tieing realized. Its effect on our person­ 
al lives — our leisure habits, our pleasure 
budgets — eventually is almost bound to 
be greater than the change accomplished 
by commercial TV'. 
Subscription television, as the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission likes to have it 
railed, is almost definitely here to stay, al­ 
though ifs getting off to a much smaller 
start than had been hoped for it. A three- 
year test authorized by FCC begins in the 
Hartford. Conn., area — over ultra high fre­ 
quency WHCT, Channel 18.

It was set forth in the 
opinion written by Justice Black. 
Even the formal opinion of the 
court must be separated into two 
parts — the actual ruling and the 
so-called “dictum.” The latter is 
just an expresion of views by one 
justice and is 
not 
necessarily 
agreed to by the other justices 
who concur on the main point of 
the decision. Here is the ruling of 
the court as pronounced by Jus­ 
tice Black: 
“We think that the constitution­ 
al prohibition against laws re­ 
specting an establishment of re­ 
ligion must at least mean that in 
this country it is no part of the 
business of government to com­ 
pose official prayers for any group 
of the American people to recite 
as a part of a religious program 
earned on by government.” 


JUSTICE BLACK wrote a fix*- 
note to the opinion in which he 
makes an important distinction as 
follows: 


"There is of course nothing in 
the decision readied here that is 
inconsistent with the fact t h a t 
school students and others are of­ 
ficially encouraged 
to express 
love for our country by reciting 
historical documents such as the 
Declaration of Independence which 
contam references to the deity or 
by singing officially espoused an­ 
thems which include the compos­ 
er’s professions of faith in a su­ 
preme being, or with the fad that 
there are many manifestations in 
our public life of belief in God. 
“Such patriotic or ceremonial 
occasions bear no true resem­ 
blance to the unquestioned relig­ 
ious exercise that the State of New 
York has sponsored in this in­ 
stance ” 
Thus, there is no bar to the .sing­ 
ing of such songs as “God Bless 
America'’ or the verse in “T h e 
Star - Spangled Barrier” which 
says: “and this be our motto — 
’In God Ls Our Trust.’ ” Also, the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag 
is not affected, although in 1954 
two words — “under God” —were 
added by an act of Congress. 
The phrase now reads, “one na­ 
tion under (kid, indivisible, with 
Iberty and justice for all ” 
All these vocal expressions in­ 


volve a voluntary action by the 
individual. They arc not recited 
by official direction, nor do they 
contain anything which could be 
regarded as an “official prayer.” 


WHAT SHALL be done about 
Christmas celebrations or the re­ 
citing of any prayer in the class­ 
room? No governmental Ixxly now 
can require such exercises. 
lf a class of pupils voluntary 
sets up a program at Christmas 
and wants to sing any song, this 
is not barred bv the new' court 
ruling. 
Some pupils could object a n d 
could refrain from participation. 
They could even leave for the 
period of such programs. What is 
really barred is any form of re­ 
ligious exercise prescribed by any 
branch of government or by any 
individual on the public payroll. 
The prayer which brought the 
present case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States for a m ing 
was very brief It said: 
“Almighty God, 
w’e acknowl­ 
edge our dependence upon thee, 
and we beg thy blessings upon us. 
our parents, our teachers and our 
country.” 
There was a regulation under 
the New York State law prescrib­ 
ing the prayer which said that stu­ 
dents should not be compelled to 
take part in the reciting and that 
students cixiid be excused f r o m 
being in the room at the time. But 
the Supreme Court has said, in ef­ 
fect. that all this makes no dif­ 
ference because the prayer was 
wntten by and “directed” by a 
governmental body. It was a re­ 
ligious “exercise” for those who 
remained. 


JUSTICE DOUGLAS, in a “dic­ 
tum” of his own, declares in a 
concurring opinion that he has 
grave doubts about the way the 
Supreme Court’s own proceedings 
are opined by the marshal, w h o 
says: “God save the United States 
and this honorable court.” He also 
points out that each house of Con­ 
gress opens its daily sessions by a 
prayer by official chapiiaas a n d 
guest chaplans of various denom­ 
inations. Justice Douglas wrote 
“Yet for me the principle is the 
same, no matter how briefly the 
prayer is said, for in each of the 
instances given the person pray­ 
ing is a pubic official on the pub­ 
lic payroll, performing a religious 
exercise rn a governmental insti­ 
tution . . 
“At the same time I cannot sav 
that to authorize this prayer (in 
the House or Senate or courtroom) 
is to establish a religion in th e 
strictly historic meaning of those 
words 
“A religion is not establhsed in 
the usual sense merely by letting 
those who chose to do so say the 
prayer that t h e public school 
teacher leads. Yet once govern 
ment finances a religious exercise 
it inserts a divisive influence into 
our communities.” 
The above “dictum.” which ex­ 
presses. for instance, fears about 
possible (“onsequences, does n o t 
become the law of the land. 
The Supreme Court decides only 
the “law of the ease ” And in this 
case the court merely says that 
“official” 
prayers, 
which 
t h e 
teachers are “directed” to delver 
in the classroom, are unconstitu­ 
tional. 


Spicy Fare Iii Jamaica 


On the island of Jamaica, the 
hot pepper is the king of the 
spices. 
Food in the resort hotels suits 
American tastes, but 
any 
(me 
who samples food cooked in the 
native style immediately notices 
the tongue tingling pepper. It is 
used rn meats, rn sauces, with 
fish and with fowl. The reason, 
of course, goes to the days be­ 
fore refrigeration 
Then 
meats 
came to the island very frequent­ 
ly in casks, laced with brine 
Even fresh meats could not be 
kept without pickling. The use of 
pepper masqueraded some of the 
taste of preservative brine and 
also added character to the bland­ 
ness of pickled protein. And it 
distracted the palate from gamier 
fresh meat that had been brought 
to the table at a time too far 
removed from the slaughtering, 
The use of spices also goes hack 
to the early days of kitchen hus­ 
bandry, before the era of walk-in 
refrigerators or even of ice. 
Then, as now. Jamaicans cooked 
fix* taste, and among the finest 
of the local spices to find its 
way into the kitchen was 
the 
pimento berry. 
This spice is native to the island 
—in fact, the world's supply of 
allspice, which is what pimento 
is known as rn commerce, comics 
from Jamaica. The leaf of the 
tree, too, is redolent with the 
haunting odor of pimento oil, a 
wonderful 
substitute 
in 
soups, 
stews and marinades for the bay 
leaf so common and popular iii 
northern cooking 
Common to most tropical coun­ 
tries is the extensive use of the 
bean, known in Jamaica as a 
pea 
Rice and peas is another 
local favorite, in which white nee 
is combined with red peas, cooked 
with coconut milk. The native 
Uxr<$ u the milk of the ripened 


coconut, which gives the dish a 
rich, 
t a s t y goodness that is 
unique. 
Similar lait by no means the 
same as the nee and beans of 
Culia and Central America, Ja­ 
maican nee and peas has become 
one* of the island’s national dishes 
and is known as the Majaican 
(oat of Arms. 
Salt fish is another uniquely 
Jamaican dish, which has proved 
appeal mg to visitors Stamp and 
go. (Hie example of its use. has 
its basis rn the salted dned cod­ 
fish that comes to Jamaica from 
the trading counties of the north 
TIm* need to masquerade the 
taste of preservatives, 
to 
add 
taste to dned foods, the need for 
simple, nounshmg fixxts that are 
cheap and yet flavorful, and the 
blending of many heritages 
of 
cookery all have 
combined 
to 
make Jamaican cuisine distinc­ 
tive and appetizing

“Among the older, more sophis­ 
ticated analysts the consensus is 
that the worst is over for the pres-j 
ent, there should be a summer 
rally and any decline following j 
this rally probably would be less 
violent than the one that preceed-1 
ed it,” says L. 0 .

What brought on this decline 
which has pressed the market 
averages to their lowest 
level 
since 1958? 
The reasons cited are legion,!

The post-mortems over “Black 
Monday” and the subsequent mar 
ket gyrations have been exhaus 
tive. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
made a special study of activity 
on May 28, 29 and 31. It found 
that the big sellers on the first 
day of the break were small in­ 
vestors who dumped stocks they 
had 
held for 
long-term 
invest­ 
ment. When the market rose on 
the afternoon of May 29 the ma 
jor part of the buying was done 
by larger investors picking up 
shares of well-known companies. 
Surprisingly, 
brokers reported 
an unusual number of new ac-1 
counts 
opened, 
particularly 
on 
May 31 when the recover}’ contin 
ued. 
As the market’s slide persisted, i 
the discouraged small investors; 
began betting it would keep going 
down. This was evident from an 
increase in short sales in which 
people borrowed stock and sold it. 
hoping to be able to buy at a low­ 
er price and repay the borrowed 
shares at a profit. 
The exchange’s study showed 
that the investing public has been 
adding to its holdings of big-name 
common stocks despite the de­ 
cline. While the public was doing 
this. however, exchange profes­ 
sionals were lightening their hold­ 
ings.

AMONG THE words w h i c h 
teachers attending summer cour­ 
ses will hear an* “ mental block" 
and “ immature” . They may have 
heard these words kfore and oft­ 
en used them; or when talking 
with a parent about a certain 
child. 
Technical terms related to hu­ 
man khavior can k good posts 
around which to cluster and fas­ 
ten a vast amount of informa­ 
tion, so long as those using and 
hearing these terms know a good 
deal about what they mean. But, 
unfortunately, these terms ar e 
used by many who know very 


little about what they mean, es 
pecially when they talk to par­ 
ents. 


During the last year or so I 
have had letters from pa*-ents 
who have been told a certain 
child of theirs has a mental block 
or tliat he’s immature. Obvious­ 
ly some of these parents are wor­ 
ried. A few of them seem to sup­ 
pose that k ing immature or hav­ 
ing a mental block is some kind 
of disease. 


“ MENTAL BIJK K” IS appear­ 
ing with more frequency in let­ 
ters. 
Now and then a parent w r i t- 
ing of a child lagging at school 
in one or more subjects guesses 
on her own that this child must 
have a “ mental block” . She may 
then suppose her child needs the 
help of a psychiatrist; and she 
could k right. 
But if every child who lags at 
school had a “ mental block” , the 
chances of finding enough psy­ 
chiatrists are slim, since so few 
of them are available. 
Or resigned to accepting “ men­ 
tal block” as the ex planation of 
her child’s learning lag, a mother 
may fail to employ her common 
sense at helping him to enjoy 
more successes at learning.
